Consequently the only way for 
us to be sure to eScape the dis- 
ease is by prevention, through 
sterilization of our milk supply. 
Dr. Walter Simpson of Dayton, 
Ohio, has found severa! hundred 
persons with the disease in his 
tommunity and in almost ail 
‘eases he proved that it was con- 
tracted through the use of raw 
milk from infected cows. 

ERTIFIED milk is not en- 

tirely free from the possi- 

bility af infection unless the 
.cow’s milk and blood have keen 
‘tested and proven free from 
these germs. Fortunately pas- 
teyrization of milk destroys tne 
‘weillus and prevents contagion. 
Ng milk should be used unless 
certified or boiled or pasteurized. 
Complete pasteurization is an 
abbolute prevention of the disease 
and is so easily and cheaply ac- 
complished that there is no le- 
gitimate reason why the disease 
should not be entirely prevented 
in the human.

Chilian Scientist Has 
New Method Foretelling 
“Cracks of Doom” 


OM out of turbulent Chile, 

in South America, comes 
word that Senor Julio Bustos, 
cirector of El Salto Observatory, 
who recently contradicted Ein- 
stein himself, has turned earth- 
quake , prophet. Whether he is 
lucky or has really hit upon a 
scheme of foretelling the cracks 
of doom, as he claims, remains 
to be seen. 

Two days after his latest pre- 
Giction, an earthquaké occurred 
and even those cynics who point 
out that some 270 shocks are re- 
corded every year in Chile, have 
been confounded by Senor Bus- 
tes. Recently he boldly declared 
thet the disastrous Los Angeles 
quake could have been foretold 
by is racthocs, 

senor Bustos’ theory is that 
the Andean chain, which in 
North America’ ‘continues to the 


Arctic, as the Rocky Mountain 


enain, {3 contiually rising and 
falling. Positive ‘and negative 
oscillatigns of  inelinometers, 
eho.ographed gn. to sensitive 
paper, record: permanently the. 
ups and dewns of the mountain 
life. Thus mouritaifis acttally 
grow taller or get shorter, dc- 
cording to Senor. Bustos, .As 
these movements are not uni- 
form throughout the chain, dif- 
ferences of pressure result in 
earthquakes. 

Since August, 1932, Senor Bos- 
tos has been studying this phe- 
memenon in the Geo-Physical 
Department of the El Salto Cb- 
servatory. According to his in- 
clinometers, the Andes started to 
grow early in 1933, in a period 
of complete seismic calm. The 
instruments recorded a persis- 
-eht positive oscillation in con- 
Sequence. Last February, trreg- 
ular movements were recorded, 
telling of inequalities of pres- 
sure, and foretelling 2n earth- 
quake. Sure enough, the earth 
shocks commenced in the Maule 
Valley, spread to the Aconcagua 
Vailey, and ever northward along 
the mountain chain to Iquique, 
where on Feb. 23 there was a 
v.olent shock which sent the in- 
habitants into a panic. 

Last Aprit another strong pos- 
ative oscillation set in, -but when 
Anril turned to May, irregular 
oscillations told of umeven 
stresses and Senor Bustos pro- 
phesied an earthquake. On May 
6, his theory proved corect when 
there were shocks at INapel, in 
the Coquimbo province which de- 
stroyed a few houses. 

Positive oscillations set in 
again during the latter part of 
iast May and continued through 
June,*until at the beginning of 
July the significant irregular os- 
cillations occurred, and Senor 
Bustos announced a new quake. 
Two days later came news from 
Caldera, a port city in the north 
of Chile, telling of a violent 
earth shock which lasted a full 
tiinute and thoroughly alarmed 
the population.

GENOR BUSTOS is in his early 

thirties, but he has made an 
international reputation for him- 
self, particularly with scientific 
men in Germany and France. 
He was the meteorologist to an 
Argentine expedition to the Ant- 
arctic, and he new serves among 
Other things as professor of me- 
teorology to the Chilian Air 
Force. , 

The El Salto Obseryatory is 
maintained at his own PR se 
and issues daily an Penh 
bulletins on various scientific 
observations. His knowledge and 
tePorts an weather conditions on 
the Andean air routes have 
proven invaluable and gained for 
him a reputation as weather ex- 
pert at home and abroad.
